"U n co n tro lled 
fire is m a n ’s 
greatest en em y .” 
This is p articu larly tru e in 
co m m u n ity life w here th e ho m es 
are clo se to gether, 
an d 
fire 
sn reads o u ickly fro m ho u se 
to 
ho u se. 
Fires are largely du e to 
carelessn ess, bu t if great p recau ­ 
tio n is taken in p rev en tin g fire, 
m an y liv es an d ho m es an d m u ch 
m o n ey will be sav ed. 
A large number o f fires 
are 
caused by carelessness at ho me 
where so metimes 
matches 
are 
left in the reach o f small child­ 
ren. 
At Christmas candles are 
so metimes lighted o n Christmas 
trees. This o ften causes the tree 
to burn. In the ho me the m em ­ 
bers sho uld 
be careful 
abo ut 
sto ring rubbish 
in an attic 
o r 
o ther warm 
places, where it 


might cause spo ntaneo us co m ­ 
bustio n. When the ashes are em ­ 
ptied, they sho uld be placed in 
a metal co ntainer, but nev er in 
wo o den bo x es. 
Defects in the chimney sho uld 
be immediately cared fo r, as the 
sparks fly ing fro m the chimney 
frequently set a shingle ro o f o n 
fire, but there 
is 
no t 
half as 
much danger if the ro o fs are 
co v ered with asbesto s shingles o r 
so me o ther firepro o f material. 
As lightning causes great dam ­ 
age, the ho use sho uld hav e go o d 
lightning ro ds. 
Gas jets sho uld 
nev er 
be 
placed near a curtained windo w 
fo r the wind o ften blo ws the cur­ 
tains against the flame. 
If the o do r o f escaping gas is 
detected in a ro o m a match 
sho uld nev er be struck as 
this 
nfight cause an ex plo sio n. 
Electric wires sho uld no t be 
carried thro ugh wo o den walls 
witho ut pro o er precautio n. 
It wo uld be a 
go o d 
plan to 
hav e y o ur wires ex amined o nce 
a y ear fo r defects.

n erv o u s q u alm s an d so far hav e 
steered clear o f all o f its p hases. 
Nev ertheless, o n e o ften h as a 
cu rio sity to see ju st ho w trials 
are co n du cted an d 
to 
see th e 
m achin ery o f law in o p eratio n , 
so to sp eak. We also w an ted to 
see th e red tap e o f w hich we had 
heard so m u ch abo u t an d seen 
so little. So we sat thro u gh a re ­ 
cen t co u rt trial, a ju ry trial, in 
fact an d we th o u gh t th a t o ther 
fo lks sho u ld be as well in fo rm ed 
abo u t su ch m atters as we are— 
esp ecially in th is day o f au to m o ­ 
bile acciden ts an d div o rces. 
The first th in g o f 
co u rse, in 
an y ju ry trial, is to get a ju ry . 
Yo u do n o t hav e to hav e a case, 
fo r th e lawy ers will 
m ake o n e 
fo r y o u o u t o fn o thin gg. Ju ry m en 
are differen t. They are th e “m o ­ 
du s o p eren di” fo r th e case to u se 
as a track an d gen eral du m p in g 
gro u n d. 
(No te: "Mo du s o p eren ­ 
d i” is L atin fo r "the way o f th e 
tran sgresso r is h a rd .”) 
Usually there is a bitter fight 
o v er the jury between the law­ 
y ers fo r the defense and the at­ 
to rney s 
fo r the 
o ffense—we 
fo r y o u o ut o f no thing. J ury men 
get abo ut $3 a day fo r their ser­ 
v ices and bo th sides hav e their 
friends to who m they wish to 
distribute the po litical plums. As 
a result o ne atto rney kicks o ff all 
the friends o f the o ther atto rney , 
o r v ice-v irtue. 
At least that is 
thev way it lo o ked to us. 
The usual pro cedure in ex am ­ 
ining a 
pro spectiv e 
juro r 
is 
so mething like this, the 
first 
sneaker in each case being the 
atto rney do ing the ex am ining: 
“ Yo ur name is J o hn Do e?” 
"Umhummm.” (This is usually 
co nstrued to mean y es o r no . It 
is o ften difficult to hear and un­ 
derstand a jury man o r a witness 
during a trial and the atto rney s, 
as a rule, draw their o wn deduc­ 
tio ns in the 
light 
o f the side 
thev are representing.) 
“ Yo u liv e in Rush co unty ?” 
Ro me answer. 
“ This case is against Richard- 
ma Ro e who is charged with 
breaking up the ho me o f Mr. 
Blank. 
Hav e y o u ev er had y o ur 
ho me bro ken up?” 


If th e 
ju ry m an say s he has 
had his ho m e bro ken u p , he is 
ex cu sed fo r cau se. If he has 
n ev er had his ho m e bro ken u p , 
he m ay eith er be ex cu sed fo r 
cau se o r he m ay be retain ed to 
be ex cu sed by tire atto rn ey fo r 
th e o ther side. E ither way , m an y 
are called an d few are cho sen . 
If th e first q u estio n do es n o t 
o p en u p th e p ro sp ectiv e ju ro r to 
a challen ge, he is asked 
o ther 
q u estio n s su ch as: 
“Who was y o u r 
fa th e r 
an d 
m o ther, if a n y ? ” 
“Do y o u hav e an y bro thers an d 
sisters? If n o t, w hy ?” 
’’Hav e y o u ev er 
v isited 
in 
ho m es n o t y o u r o w n ?” 
T here is o n e last lo o p ho le. If 
th e ju ry m an do es n o t co m m it 
him self su fficien tly so

identified and about 75 remain 
unidentified. 


As the huge army of workmen

more bodies would be uncovered.

place the blame for the dam 
breaking and resultant

FAILS TO GET GLIMPSE 


OF FAMOUS "RED TAPE"

No ambition to be a lawyer 


ever prompted us to write this 
story, when it came to a question 
of brushing up against that 
branch of learning which 
is 


known as -law" we usually had 
nervous qualms and so far have 
steered clear of all of its phases. 


Nevertheless, one often has a 


curiosity to see Just how trials 
are conducted and to see the 
machinery of law in operation, 
so to speak. We also wanted to 
see the red tape of which we had 
heard so much about and seen 
so little. So we sat through a re- 
cent court trial, a jury trial, in 
fact and we thought that other 
folks should be as well informed 
about such matters as we are— 
especially in this day of automo- 
bile accidents and divorces. 


The first thing of course, in 


any jury trial, is to get a jury. 
You do not have to have a case, 
for the lawyers will make one 
for you out ofnothingg. Jurymen 
are different. They are the "mo- 
dus operendi" for the case to use 
as a track and general dumping 
ground. (Note: "Modus operen- 
di" is Latin for "the way of the 
transgressor is hard.") 


Usually there is a bitter fight 


over the jury between the law- 
yers for the defense and the at- 
torneys 
for the 
offense—we 


for you out of nothing. Jurymen 
get about $3 a day for their ser- 
vices and both sides have their 
friends to whom they wish to 
distribute the political plums. As 
a result one attorney kicks off all 
the friends of the other attorney, 
or vice-virtue. At least that is 
they way It looked to us. 


The usual procedure in exam- 


ining a prospective Juror to 
something like this, the first 
sneaker hi each case beta* the 
attorney doing the examining: 


"Your name is John Doe?" 
"Umhummm." (This to nsuallv

The present unemployment 


crisis is distinctly differeir, irotr. 
those in the past," says the re- 
port. "Periods of depression nat- 
urally cause the shutdown of 
plans and the lay-off of men. 
But the important thing to con- 
sider in the present situation is 
that the volume of production 
has increased while the number 
of workers employed has de- 
creased. 


-While the output of manu- 


facturing industries increased 29 
per cent between 1919 and 1929. 
the average number of employed 
decreased 7 per cent. It is also 
true that in mining, transporta- 
tion and agriculture the volume 
of production has increased and 
the number of workers employed 
has decreased. Thus since pro- 
duction has not fallen off at the 
tune that employment has de- 
creased it must be assumed that 
increasing mechanization of in- 
dustry is a factor in the situa- 
tion."

We left Co. H at Panama Park

Little of any 
importance occurred, aside from 
the experience of any soldier in 
camp, to mark their stay until 
the big storm, which struck the 
camp Sunday night, Oct. 1st, and 
lasted nearly all the next day. 
Tents, cook shacks and stables 
were badly twisted and the large 
tent of the Third Division hos- 
pital was saved, only by the 
nerve and grit of the boys, who 
braved the storm and danger of 
that tropical storm, and piled on 
the guy ropes and by weight and 
main strength kept the tent 
from going down and a large 
number being exposed to the 
elements.

Peterson 
was sent to Montansas, Cuba, 
where the next September he 
was stricken with yellow fever 
and died. His wife, a Cincinnati 
lady from aristocratic Walnut 
Hills, was with him and at his 
death took his revolver, went 
upstairs and put a bullet hi her 
brain. 
Those, who met Mrs. 


Peterson at Camp Mount, will 
never forget the genial well-bred 
lady, who with her husband so 
cordially and so kindly met the 
boys and with the major won 
and deserved lasting remem- 
brance.* 


November 25, the First and 


Second Brigades, fought a sham 
battle, the First whining the de- 
cision. On Dec. 12, the 161st 
broke camp and with other regi- 
ments marched to the docks and 
were soon loaded on the "Mo- 
bile" bound for Cuba. The make- 
up of the Indiana regiments 
presents some odd characteris- 
tics. They were made up of na- 
tives of forty-one states and 
twenty-one foreign nationalities. 
The average age was about 23, 
the youngest being 18 and the 
oldest 65. There were 158 occupa- 
tions classified in the list, but 
laborers led with 1520, farmers 
1223, clerks, 598, students 404, 
teachers 112 and attorneys 68. 
The death list was 71 divided 
among the five regiments: 157th, 
19 dead; 158th, 10 dead; 159th, 
11 dead; 160th, 12 dead and 
161st, 19 dead. The last two 
named were the only regiments 
that crossed the ocean, except 
the 27th Battery and some minor 
units. 


During the war there were 40 


deserters in the order named 2, 
3, 7,13, 5 and 10 from Companies 
A and B, colored. Of the dead, we 
lost 12 at Jacksonville and the 
only wonder was that any sur- 
vived that swamp where malaria 
nas so thick you could shovel it. 
Just why such a place was chosen 
for a military camp is an enig- 
ma, where strategy was impos- 
sible, without a piece of artillery 
to protect it, a Spanish gunboat 
coming up the^St. Johns river 
could have raked every regiment 
in the Seventh Army Corps, 
without any danger.

course these same questions and 
many others are asked the other 
eleven men until both lawyers 
are exhausted and are willing to 
accept most anything in the way 
of a juror), the men are sworn 
in.This consists of each juror 
arising to his feet, if he is still 
awake, and swearing. The judge 
of the court supplies the oaths 
for each man. The bailiff 
has 


nothing to do with this. When 
the twelve men, all tried and 
true, are through swearing, the 
trial proper begins. 


Each attorney then stands up 


before the jury and tells what all 
it is going to do and what it will 
prove beyond a shadow of doubt. 
These statements are 
usually 


just the opposite of each other 
and is for the purpose of so bd- 
fuddling the jury that it will ap- 
proach the case with a free and 
open mind. It will have to, be- 
cause it doesn't even know its 
own mind by then. 


Then the first witness is call- 


ed. Here starts the fun. The poor 
man, and some tunes it is a wo- 
man, sits hi a chair in front of 
the jury and before the whole 
court while an attorney fires 
questions at him. He can see a 
woman at his side writing down 
everything he says and the old 
adage that -everything you say 


will be used against you" is 
brought to his mind. 


He can likewise see the other 


attorney on the other side ner- 
vously getting other questions 
ready to cross bun up on any- 
thing he might say. It is a tense 
moment and rather interesting 
for everyone except the witness. 


Usually, one would think they 


were examining him for jury 
duty, at the start. The beginning 
ic something like this: 


-You may state your name to 


the jury." 


The witness mumbles some- 


thing and each juryman gets a 
different name for the first wit- 
ness—but it doesn't matter, for 
the attorneys usually set them 
right by repeating the man's 
name before, and some times 
after, each question. 


-And where do you live Mr. 


Kurtzenbuffer?" 


The witness usually lives some 


place, and says so. 


"And how long have you lived 


there?" 


The witness thinks a long time 


and finally says: "All my life." 


After .giving all the branches 


of his family tree and reciting 
the geneology of the family 
name, he is allowed to tell hi a 
measure what he knows, or does 
not know, about Miss Roe who 
has broken up the home of Mr.

by one side he is open to critic- 
ism from the other side.

Roe and that Mr. Blank was a 
perfect stranger. 


The Jury makes up its mind 


from this witness that Miss Roe. 
who is usually present, isnt so 
bad looking at that. But before 
they can decide the case in her 
favor, the smart attorney will 
have another witness hi the 
chair and their attention is 
again detracted. This witness 
testifies to the same thing but 
in a different way so it looks for 
all the world like something new 
in the case. 


Usually this keeps up long 


enough for each juror to get 
enough pay in three or four 
days to make up for one of the 
days he has lost from his work. 
The attorneys have also talked 
enough hi court to convince 
their retainers that they have 
earned their fee and it is all over 
but locking up the jury for the 
night. They usually hang be- 
cause, as we have said, there are 
enough jobs in twelve for friends 
of both sides. 


And we almost forgot the 


judge. The judge is a sort of re- 
feree for the verbal duels. The 
custom in most courts is for the 
attorney of one side to rise and 
object to everything that the 
other side asks, and then, when 
the objector is cross examining 
the witness, the other attorney 
objects to everything that is 
asked or said. The judge In a 
case like this, over-rules the ob- 
jection for one side one tune, 
and the next time evens matters 
up by sustaining the objection. 


Everything goes along smooth- 


ly and sometimes the jury will 
bring in a verdict after they 
have eaten—but the verdict is 
usually a surprise and is eagerly 
anticipated by everyone who had 
any connection with the case.
